Senate will not give us the crodit of convieting
the nsurper, let the House, at lenst, give froe
course 1o the ntterance ot that protest fromthe
moril sense of the people which impeachmen
alone would constirute,

Such utteranee is due to nationsl chavacter
and seifrespect. It might tend strongly to
arrest our deterioatlon.  Warren Hastines,
colossal sinner o8 he was aoainst Christign
cvilization and nbsolute fustice, was nequitted
when the Commong impeuched him: but Lord
John Russell tostides tuat the tried saved India
Irom any repetition of such wholesgle murders

Bul even granting the supposition o be cor-
rect, it does not touch or atfect the guestion,
Ipeachment is not hke, nor is it Hmited like,
& comnon indietment,
except lor & crime that commong,or statute law
has distinctly descrlbed: but an officer muy be
unpeached tor any grave misuse of his powers,
or any mischievous non-use of them—for any
conduct which harms the public or perile its
wellare, It is o process intended to sweep after
the exset and definlte machinery of the law,
and save the Swate from evils whieh no law,
